If memory serves us right we 
have read articles in the past 
| which told with great care the 
story of hcw our engravers at 
Washington are trained by years 
of painstaking work to engrave 
our postage stamps. We have seen 
stories which tell that this or that 
man is able to do only certain 
parts of these difficult subjects. 
One man will be a specialist in 
numerals and wording, another 
does faces and figures while an- 
other may do the more simple 
cutting of lines. Our recollection 
of these stories is such that we 
realize that one was being led to 
believe that this secret work was 
such that only the very older and 
highly trained employees were fit 
to handle it and that any “cubs” 
who wanted to get into the work, 
no matter how good they might be, 
had to sit back and grow up with 
the job until such time as necessi- 
ty made way for him. 

Likewise the designing of our 
stamps has been handled much in 
the same manner. We see the 
beautifully designed streamlined 
stamps of other countries and 
wonder why what we have are 
always the same old pattern. 
Only in rare instances have we 
had anything really new or dif- 
ferent in our postage stamps. The 
Four Freedoms, the United Nat- 
ions and the Win the War are ex- 
amples of these latter. Some few 
fine examples of earlier days have 
been the Norse-Americans, the 
Rogers Clark, the Penn and Ogle- 
thorpe were unusual. 

The entire Presidential series 
is such a change from the staid 
old patterns that we wonder how 
it ever got out of the Department, 
but of course we all know ‘the 
story of that issue.

Flag Stamps On Sale 
In Aleutian Islands 


Among other bits of news in a 
letter from a reader with the 
armed forces in the Aleutians is a 
statement that many of the Flag 
stamps are still on sale in full 
sheets, up there in the Service post 
offices. ; 


We are told that V-Mail is not 
used in this area, its use was never 
very successful up there, since 
even first class mail and air mail 
always arrived before V-Mail let- 
ters. The general custom is to fly 
both first class mail and air mail 
to the states, the latter of course 
having priority, but there is us- 
ually room for both. Our corres- 
pondent says that both handstamp 
and machine cancels are used in 
most offices and that fully 90% of 
all the mail from the men is pre- 
paid with air mail stamps rather 
than take the “FREE” frank for 
ordinary mail. He suggests that the 
“FREE” covers from that sector 
will be better than the airmail 
covers.

Philippine Victory 
Handstamp Surcharge 


From Pvt. F. L. Gaines in the 
Philippines we have some addit- 
ional information concerning the 
handstamp surcharge on the Phil- 
ippine stamps. He is referring to 
the large “VICTORY” handstamp 
which has the defective letter “T” 
in all he has seen. 

Pvt. Gaines gives us the follow- 
ing list of stamps which he has 
seen or knows to have been is- 
sued with this surcharge. We list 
them by Scott numbers. We hope 
our interpretation of the list is 
correct as Pvt. Gaines merely de- 
scribes the stamps. 

Scott numbers 434 to 440 inclu- 
sive, 456-7 and 4£&9-60. Also the 
2c green of #461 type, 2c and 4c 
envelopes, just which are not 
stated but presumably the latest 
listed by Scott 2c Postal Card, and 
the Special Delivery stamp with 
and without the Commonwealth 
overprint. He also states that he 
heard that 7 booklets were so sur- 
charged and that these were taken 
by high officials. 

Quoting further from the letter 
from Mr. Gaines, we note that the 
first day sale of the printed ““VIC- 
TORY” surcharge on January 19th 
was well attended in spite of the 
rain, over 14,000 Pesos worth were 
sold and many were used on 
covers, the Postoffice keeping 
open till midnight to accomodate 
the buyers of which most were 
“G. I’s.” This shows our boys are 
taking advantage of the stamp 
sale opportunities when they get 
the chance. 

We almost overlooked another 
stamp which is a 2c with the 
O.B. handstamp overprint. Just 
which is not stated.

and other philatelic organizations, 
conceived the idea of using the 
Red Cross commemorative of 1931 
to frank the covers containing the 
many letters and bulletins sent to 
the 55 area chairman throughout 
the United States and possessions. 
Most of this material going by air 
mail, Mr. Bamberger wanted to 
use a block of the commemora- 
tives, which looked very nice op- 
posite the red, white and blue 
printed cachet on the envelope, 
and considerably heightened the 
psychological effect. 

The problem was to obtain 
enough of these stamps to handle 
a couple of months’ mailings to 
the chairmen, without paying a 
premium which would be an extra 
expense to the campaign. On the 
strength of the great cause for 
which the collections are to be 
made, Mr. Bamberger asked a 
number of prominent dealers to 
furnish as many of these Red 
Cross commemoratives as they 
possibly could for the purpose in- 
tended, at face value. He now de- 
sires to thank publicly, in his be- 
half and that of the National Com- 
mittee, those dealers who quickly 
responded to the appeal. He re- 
ports that H. E. Harris & Co., 
Boston, led off with 1,000 stamps, 
and various sizeable quantities 
were furnished by M. Meghrig & 
Sons; Spencer Anderson, the Econ-

Mounting Inverts. 

I am afraid that after reading 
this you readers will be up in the 
air on the subject as much as 
ever. But this ever controversial 
topic was brought to my atten- 
tion again recently and so we will 
have a few words about it. Most 
of the old timers mounted their 
inverts so that the precancellation 
could be read, making of course 
the stamp it was on upside down. 
Later on there were those who 
advocated mounting the stamp al- 
ways normal leaving the  over- 
print show as it may. I lean a 
little perhaps to this latter meth- 
od, but my collection will show 
that I have used both methods. I 
guess I mounted just to suit the 
mogd I was in. There are argu- 
ments both ways. For those who 
advocate mounting the stamp up- 
side down to show the imprint 
normal, they ask “are you collect- 
ing the stamp or the precancella- 
tion.” If the precancellation, then 
mount it so it can be read. If you 
are collecting stamps what makes 
the difference then. Since in the 
long run you should be collecting 
PRECANCELS for your own en- 
joyment it is strictly up to you 
how you mount them. There is 
no steadfast rule. If you can find 
a way, mount them on edge, but 
that I gotta see. This is a good 
“Hot Stove League and Cracker 
Barrell” argument, give it a work 
out the next time you can find 
someone to argue with you.

LINN’S WEEKLY STAMP NEWS 


Korean Stamp Sheets 
Sold Short To P. 0's. 


Further information has come 
from several sources, both from 
New York and from cities in the 
midwest that sheets of the Kor- 
ean as well as other flag stamps 
were supplied to Postoffices, with 
the top two rows of the stamps 
missing. To collectors, these are 
the choice two rows from the 
sheet and are worth in the mar- 
ket about double any two other 
rows in the sheet. Of course we 
would not expect our Postoffice 
Officials to know that as they are 
not supposed to know about stamp 
collecting, 

Besides additional reports from 
New York we are told that thous- 
ands of sheets of various of the 
Flag Stamps were sent the St. 
Louis Postoffice with both top 
rows missing. 

There is but two ways to ac- 
count for this, one being that some 
favored “son” in Washingtorr has 
been given the privilege of buy- 
ing those two rows of stamps 
from Postoffice stock and the oth- 
er is that those are sheets which 
were sold at the Agency and from 
which the top two rows had been 
sold to collectors on order. 





In either instanee, the proceed- 


ure is wrong. We do not think it 
good policy on the part of the 
Agency to tear up full sheets of 
stamps for the sake of selling any 
collector any particular part of 
that sheet. If collectors want par- 
ticular parts of any sheet let them 
buy a full sheet and then use 
what they do not want for post- 
age. The facts of the matter with 
collector purchases of top parts of 
the Flag sheets is that they are 
buying for investment and buy- 
ing more than one sheet top in 
many cases. It certainly is not the 
function of the Postoffice Depart- 
ment to print and supply special 
parts of sheets to any collector or 
dealer for invesment purposes.

LINN’S WEEKLY STAMP NEWS 


New Venezuela Issue. 
Is Slow On Delivery 





The Sucre stamps had _ been 
scheduled for release on February 
2, the eve of the 150th anniversary 
of Grand Marshal Sucre’s birth- 
day. 


However, due to last-minute 
transport difficulties, only 20,000 
of the 100,000 ordinary mail sets 
could arrive in time. Of these, 15,- 
000 sets were sent to Cumana, 
Sucre’s birthplace in the Eastern 
part of Venezuela where the fes- 
tivities took place. The remaining 
5,000 sets were placed on sale in 
Caracas, and sold out at once.| 
Consequently, local stamp dealers 
including myself, have so far 
been able to ship only a part of 


their orders for these ordinary 
mail sets. 
The balance of the ordinary 


mail sets, and 4he whole quantity 
of airmail stamps, are expected 
any day, but no definite date can 
be given as yet. 


This clearly shows the dilemma 
of the stamp-issuing authorities 
here. The beautiful American 
Bank Note printings are up 
against transport difficulties, 
whereas the local printings are 
punctual but much inferior in 
quality. 





FOREST FIRE LABEL

In 
addition we note that the imprint 
of the stamp is slightly cocked 
sideways rather than straight as 
usual.

THE ANSWER IS 

Walter Arnold of Guilford, 
Maine, sends a current 2c stamped 
envelope with the government 
penalty overprint over the 
stamp and wants to know why 
these are not listed or priced by 
dealers. 

Why they are not listed or 
priced is something we can not 
explain except that the main rea- 
son would be that no one collects 
them, thus there is no market for 
them. We have long believed that 
these items should be added to a 
collection as some form of an 
official stamp. The penalty clause 
alone is all that the Government 
recognizes on these envelopes and 
that is what carries the letter. 
There is no value expressed in the 
penalty clause and no indication 
that it is a postage stamp, yet that 
is just what it is in effect. Any 
collection of these envelopes 
should include any plain envelopes 
with the penalty clause for as 
stated before that is what carries 
the letter through the mail. The 
stamps on the envelopes are in 
effect demonetized or obliterated 
by the penalty clause and have no 
standing or recognized value or 
meaning in the mail. We find
